their plumage shall not be sold or offered for sale.

(¢) Shining. Have in possession or under control any firearm, bow
and arrow or crossbow in or on any vehicle or automobile while using an
artificial light to shine any area inhabited by wild animals.

(e) TFerret. Use or possess any ferret while hunting.

(f) Retrieval. Fail to make every reasonable effort to retrieve
all wild animals killed or crippled; and until such effort is made, such
wild animals shall be included in the daily bag,

(g) Baiting. 1. Place, use or hunt over bait contained within
paper, plastic, glass, metal, wood or other nondegradable materials.
This paragraph applies to hunting any wild animal.

2. Place bait or hunt any species of wildlife over any bait other
than apples, pastry or liquid scent in that portion of the state north
of highway 29 beginning on the Saturday 3 weeks prior to the opening of
the bear season established by NR 10.01(3)(g)2. and continuing through
the end of such season., The hunting of bear with the use of bait or
liquid scent shall be regulated by NR 10.101(1) (b).

(h) Salt. Hunt by the use or aid of salt,
